Would Cancel War Debts 


President Beatty Of the C.P.R. Tells 
People Of U.S. That Cancellation 
Weuld Bring Back Prosperity 

“It is not for me or any other citi- 
zen of the British Empire to discuss 
either publicly or privately the pro- 
priety or otherwise of war debt can- 
cellations,” E, W. Beatty, K.C., presi- 
dent of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company, said in a speech at Pine- 
hurst, N.C. “But it is not surprising 
that men of great vision in the Unit- 
ed States have reached the conclusion 
that if they were removed, industry 
would be stimulated, trade would ex- 
pand and prosperity would return.” 

The railway president was address- 
ing a banquet of the eighth annual 
convention of the American Institute 
of Steel Construction. He surveyed 
the amity existing between the Unit- 
ed States and Canada, outlined the 
importance of railroading to the two 
countries and spoke of business de- 
pression and the reason for that sit- 
uation in Canada. The interruption 
to the marketing of Canadian grain;

stock market collapse of last fall and 


| the somewhat unsatisfactory present 


conditions respecting the newsprint 
industry, were the principal contrib- 
uting causes to Canada’s present de- 
pression, Mr. Beatty felt. 

The United States Mr. Beatty 
said, had reached a population of 
75,000,000 before its export business 
equalled the amount of that of Can- 
ada in 1927. “It speaks well for a 
country’s progress when with less 
than 170,000,000 people it can produce 
this result,” he said. 


Alberta Gas Contains 
Very Little Helium 


Report States Extraction Is Not 
Considered Economically 
Feasible 

Alberta gas contains an element of 
helium but evidently not of such 
quantity as would make its extrac- 
tion economically feasible it has been 
stated at the Interior Department. 

About 1917, during the war, some 
|interesting experiments were con- 
| ducted at Calgary by Prof. J. C. Mc- 
|Lennan, of Toronto University. It 
| was found that whereas, in the Texas 

gas, there is a content of 3 per cent. 
helium, the Alberta content did not 
| exceed a third of that figure. No com- 
mercial helium was extracted at all. 

The problem was one of economic 
| feasibility, and as stated this was 
/not demonstrated. Soon afterwards 
/the war closed and the experiments 
ceased though the results were 
made available to the research 
council, and to some extent the possi- 
ble developments are still being ex- 
plored.

Dairy Production Increases 


Increasing Demand For Dairy Brock | 
In Prairie Provinces 


“Statistics of dairy production at 
the present time indicate that there 
is an appreciable increase in milk and 
cream production all over Canada at 
the present time,’ observes Dr. J. A. 
Ruddick, Dairy Commissioner of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture. 
With respect to butter production 
Ontario and Alberta show a 15 per 
cent. increase for the first six months 
of the production year. Cheese produc- 
tion, of which 97 per cent. is centered 
in Ontario and Quebec, was 30,000 
boxes behind last year as at October 
11. One of the interesting features in 
the dairy industry at the present 
time is the increasing demand for 
| dairy stock in the Prairie Provinces.

Postage Stamp Changes 


New Color To Be Adopted In Print- 
ing New Issue 

Fall styles in postage stamps will 
show a radical change in color 
scheme. Within a month, or sooner, 
if present stocks are exhausted, a 
new issue of stamps up to the eight 
cent denomination will be released by 
Canada's Post Office Department. 
Basic colors will be changed in con- 
formity with regulations of the Unt- 
versal Postal Union, of which Can- 
ada is’ member. 

The one cent stamp will change 
its “dress” from orange to green; 
the two cent stamp will be red in 
place of green as at present; the 
mauve five cent stamp will make 
way for one of blue and the eight 
cent postal carrier will give up its 
blue color for a modish orange.

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United Farmers Will 
Hold Conference To 
Discuss Welfare Plans 


Saskatoon. — Definite announce- 
ment was made here by Frank Elia- 
son, secretary of the U.F.C., Sas- 
katchewan section, that officials of 
the three western farm organizations 
would convene in Saskatoon, Novem- 
ber 26 and 27 to discuss matters af- 
fecting the welfare of agriculturists 
and to formulate requests to be pre- 
sented’ to the federal government for 
coping with the present situation. 

Mr. Eliason stated that the Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
wheat pools had been invited to 
meet delegates to the inter-provin- 
cial conference in Saskatoon at the 


close of the meeting, when the con-| 


clusions reached by the educational 
organizations would be laid before 
the farmers’ commercial organiza- 
tions and an effort made to get con- 
certed action on the part of educa- 
tional bodies and pools. 

Representatives of the United 
Farmers of Alberta, the United 
Farmers of Manitoba and_ the 
United Farmers of Canada, Saskatch- 
ewan section, will attend. H. G. 
Scholfield is the Alberta representa- 
tive; Geo. H. Williams and A. J. 
MacAuley will represent the Sas- 
katchewan association. 
Farmers of Manitoba have not yet 
named their representatives, who 
will likely be chosen at the annual 
convention of the U.F.M. at Bran- 
don, November 16. 

The United Farmers of Alberta 
have already presented certain re- 
quests to Hon. E. B. Ryckman ask- 
ing a fixed price of $1.15 a bushel 
for wheat, lower freight rates, in- 
vestigation to determine relative 
costs of agricultural production and 
other goods and services and the 
establishment of a bureau of stan- 
dards for manufactured products. 

It is understood that these re- 
quests will come up before the inter- 
provincial conference of farm bodies 
for discussion and Mr. Eliason has 
stated that there is little doubt but 
that the three provinces will agree 
to request a fixed price for wheat. 

Crop insurance and the marketing 
situation generally are other topics 
for discussion.

| Dr. Hugo Eckener Will Use Helium 
Gas and Crude Oil Motors In 
New Zeppelin 

Berlin, Germany.—Dr. Hugo Ecke- 
ner surprised the annual dinner of 
the American Chamber of Commerce 
here by announcing that as a result 
of the recent disaster to the British 
dirigible R-101 he had changed the 
plans for Zeppelins now under con- 
struction so as to provide for helium 
gas and crude oil motors. 

He said he had received word from 
the United States that helium gas,

explosive, would be available to in- 
flate his airships in whatever quanti- 
ties desired. 

Dr. Eckener, who is world famous 
as commander of the Graf Zeppelin, 
declared that had it not been for an 
explosion the crash of the R-101 in 
France several weeks ago would have 
resulted in minimum damages. As it 
was the great airship burned to al- 
most nothing and 48 British lives 
were lost.

the following proposed plan: (1) Ac- 
counts would be set up against indi- 
vidual growers as soon as the 1929 
over-payment is known, based on 
bushelage of various types of grain. 
(2) No special levy would be made 
out of the 1930 or future deliveries. 
(3) Individual accounts would be 
credited with their share, if any, of 
interest on reserves, 1928 surplus, 
patronage dividend of local elevator 
associations, terminal earnings or 
malting barley premiums, and ele- 
vator reserves, whenever declared re- 
payable. (4) Uncollectable accounts 
or portions thereof would finally be 
charged against the total commercial 
reserve fund. 

The system proposed for repay- 
ment of the banks over a long period 
has already been considered at con- 
ferences with the Manitoba govern- 
ment and the banks, according to 
the directors. In consideration of 
‘the government's guarantee over 
| this period, it is suggested, the gov- 
ernment would be given security on 
all the assets of the Manitoba Pool 
and the Manitoba Pool Elevators, 
Limited.

Livestock Production Will Solve 
Problem Of Western Farmer 


Whether to sell grains through 
livestock or for cash has been a ques- 
tion much discussed in the past. The 
question of the effect of concentration 
production on the sale of grains for 
cash has now been pretty well set- 
tled. What about selling them 
through livestock? Particularly at- 
tractive features about selling grains 
for cash have been the relatively low 
amount of labor and skill involved 
and the rapidity with which the cash 
could be secured. But this latter ad- 
vantage has disappeared and now it 
is a question of whether we shall do 
the work and learn the skill. 

Attaining skill costs money, but it 
should not be crarged into costs of 
producing, say, hogs. It is an invest- 
ment which will always return big in- 


terest. It is largely a matter of will 


and intelligence.

A range of pricss 
for hogs is given and a range of 
quantities fed to produce a hundred 
pounds of pork. Two things stand out 
in these tables. The one is that at a 
price as low as $6.00 per 100 Ibs. for 
hogs, which is lower than prices have 
been for many years, barley, oats and 
the poorer grades of Western wheat 
will still yield very good values in- 
deed per bushel. The other out- 
standing feature is that skill 
management can largely increase the 


price per bushel received for grain, 


when it is sold through hogs.

It will be understood that while the 
accompanying tables give the feeding 
value per bushel of wheat, oats, and 
barley separately it is, of course, ad- 
visable to feed them mixed one with 
the other. A good ration for growing 
pigs would be equal weights of wheat, 
oats, and barley, and, for finishing, a 
bushel each of the same grains. Any 
one of the grains fed alone would not 
have its maximum value.

Largest Turkey Ranch 


Alberta Farm Woman Makes $10,000 
This Year In Raising Turkeys 

Nine years ago, Mrs. W. A. Free- 
man, of Ardenode, Alberta, a native 
of Wisconsin, U.S.A., won a pair of 
bronze turkeys in a raffle. She now 
has the largest turkey ranch in Can- 
ada and is the acknowledged queen 
of turkey raising in the Dominion. 
Her turkeys will return a revenue of 
$10,000 this year. 

The winning of the pair of turkeys 
in the raffle suggested to Mrs. Free- 
man the idea of raising turkeys as a 
side line. She applied to the Canadian 
Federal and Alberta Departments of 
Agriculture for literature on raising 
poultry, turkeys in particular. Her 
husband, a farmer, encouraged her to 
experiment in the business. She stud- 
ied the literature carefully and fol- 
lowed the advice given. Her ranch is 
now famous. She receives letters from 
all parts of the North American con- 
tinent and to other countries. 

This year she has raised 2,500 
birds. Three hundred hens, all govern- 
ment inspected, have supplied the de- 
mand for eggs in 1930 and 45 of the 
most perfect hens have been selected 
| for first-class breeding stock. A reve- 
| nue of $2,000 has already been obtain- 
ed this year from the sale of eggs, 
and $2,500 from the breeding stock. 
The receipts from the sale of table 
birds for Thanksgiving and Christmas 
fte expected to bring this year’s to- 
tal up to $10,000. i 

The Freeman farm on which the 
turkeys are raised has a creek run- 
ning through it, which supplies a con- 
stant and plentiful supply of good 
water, an essential for successful tur- 
key raising. The soil is sandy, which 
assures good drainage. Most of the 
chigks are hatched in incubators. 
After hatching the chicks are shelter- 
ed for about 10 days in large coops 
and then allowed to roam. The main 
flock is kept on about 300 acres of 
land, fenced in. Scrupulous attention 
is paid to the cleanliness of the sheds, 
roosts, etc., which are sprayed with 
shingle oil from time to time, to de- 
stroy fleas, lice, etc.

Alberta and Saskatchewan Have Made 
Great Strides Since Provinces 
Were Created In 1905 

It is just 25 years since the prov- 
inces of Alberta and Saskatchewan 
were created. At that time the popu- 
lation of Alberta was 185,000. It is 
now about 650,000. Saskatchewan in 
1905 had a population of 195,000; 
now it is about 867,000. The total area 
under cultivation in Alberta 25 years 
ago was 660,000 acres; in Saskatch- 
ewan 2,000,000 acres. In 1930 Alberta 
had 15,000,000 under crop, and Sas- 
katchewan 30,000,000 acres. The 
dairy production of Alberta has ad- 
vanced in value from $2,000,000 in 
1905 to over $20,000,000 this year. 
Similar progress in dairying has been 
made in Saskatchewan. 

Progress has been equally as nota- 
ble in a number of other directions in 
each of the two provinces. In 1905 
there was comparatively no manufac- 
turing in either Alberta or Saskatch- 
ewan, now the value of the annual in- 
dustrial output is over $159,000,000 of 
which Alberta accounts for $100,000,- 
000 and Saskatchewan $59,000,000. 
Each of the two provinces has a well 
equipped university, several high 
schools and many hundreds of public 
schools. From mere frontier towns of 
25 years ago, Calgary, Edmonton, 
Lethbridge, Medicine Hat, Regina, 
Saskatoon, Moose Jaw and other 
places have grown into well estab- 
lished and beautiful cities, with every 
advantage found in any of the older 
cities of the new or old world. 


These two provinces, the youngest | 


of the nine that form the Dominion 


of Canada, have certainly acquitted | 


themselves well

South African Wheat Pool 


Formed With the Object Of Organiz- 
ing the Wheat Industry 

A wheat pool for South Africa has 
been established with headquarters in 
Capetown, according to advice re- 
ceived by the Department of Trade 
and Commerce, Ottawa. The new 
wheat pool was organized as a result 
of a meeting in Pretoria recently of 
representatives of the Transvaal Free 
State, Eastern Province and Western 
Province. 

The organization will be registered 
under the Co-Operative act, and is 
the culmination of deliberations of'a 
committee appointed at the farmers’ 
conference in January, with the ob- 
ject of organizing the wheat indus- 
try. The object of the scheme is to 
stabilize prices so that ultimately 
South Africa will produce sufficient 
wheat to meet its own demands. Mil- 
lers of the country are reported to be 
in unanimous agreement with the 
project. The price paid for wheat 
will be according to grade, calculated 
more or less on value of Australian 
wheat, and prices will be established 
towards December in accordance with 


| ruling world prices.

Requires Plenty Of Water 


Figures Show Each Bushel Of Wheat 

Needs Eichty Tons For Growth 

How much water does it take to 
grow a bushel of wheat? When some- 
one asked us this question we ans- 
wered fifty gallon, thinking that 
would be a liberal estimate. Than we 
were told to work it out and see for 
ourselves how silly our answer was, 
Well, we have worked it out and we 
admit that we are somewhat stag- 
gered. 

First, let's take a good wheat 
growing area. ‘The area around Re- 
gina, Saskatchewan will do, On look- 
ing up meteorological records we find 
that the normal rain fall in this area 
is just under fifteen inches a year 
(translating the snow into rain). This 
means that on every acre of land 
of our technical newspapers tell us), 
54.450 cubic feet of rain fell. Now a 
cubic foot_of water (so the editors 
weighs 62 pounds. That meant that 
1,688 tons of water fell on each acre. 
The average yield of wheat in the 
Regina area in a ten year period was 
21 bushels. Thus each bushel of | 
wheat took 80 tons of water to grow.

Management Of Farm 
Must Be Learned 


Farmer Has To Depend On His Own 
Resources and Ingenuity 

{t is one of the anomalies of the 
times that after a hundred years of 
farming experience in Canada we 
must learn how to farm. 

It is idle to say that there have 
not been periods in the past when 
farming in Canada was moderately 
profitable. We have come through 
cycles, one after another, when agri- 
culture was on the crest of the wave 
and then in the rough. We expect 
agriculture will enjoy periods of good 
times in the future, but how to meet 
expenses, pay the taxes and make a 
profit now—that is the problem. 

The problem can be approached 
from several angles, but in the end 
the farmer has to fall back on his 
own resources and his own ingenuity. 
That means self help is best, and bet- 
ter farming is the surest solution. 

Recently a party of agricultural en- 
gineers and agricultural economists 
from the Province of Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan and the State of Min- 
nesota, North and South Dakota, and 
Montana made a tour of the great 
wheat growing belt north and south 
of the International line. They saw 
much and learned much; they found 
people in distress, in moderately good 
circumstances and some quite con- 
tented even under present conditions. 
South of the border they found men 
who said they could produce wheat 
and make a living at present wheat 
prices. Within 30 miles of Regina the 
party interviewed two .large scale 
farmers who were satisfied that they 
could produce wheat at a profit at 
present price levels. Most of these op- 
timistic farmers were operating on 
a large scale, but experience has 
shown that the small scale, careful 
producer can do just about as well 
as his big brother when the same 
amount of thought and attention is 
given to the problem. 

In Eastern Canada we are not 
wheat conscious. We are live stock 
minded, growers of fruit, vegeta- 
bles, cash crops and a great variety 
of farm products. It is not so easy, 
where mixed farming is practised 
and cash crops grown, to determine 
one’s costs, for yields and markets 
vary tremendously from one year to 
another, even in normal times. Prices 
we hope have dropped to rock bottom 
this year and will now ascend, but if 
farm practice and farm economy can 
be so adjusted as to keep from going 
further into debt, in these times, one 
will certainly profit by the better 
management when markets streng- 
then and fair prices are restored. 

Present conditions are demonstrat- 
ing how essentlal is a knowledge not 
only of the best production methods, 
but of the economics of farming and 
of the best marketing-methods. Our 
agricultural colleges and departments 
of agriculture might well devote more 
attention to farm management and 
marketing. After all, it is a mat- 
ter of finding out how the most suc- 
cessful farmers conduct their busi- 
ness and adapting these methods to 
similar types of farming.—Farmer’s 
Advocate,

Better Poultry 


Movement To Introduce Poultry 

Grading For the Coming Season 

The people of Canada will eat bet- 
ter poultry this season than ever be- 
fore. That promise is held out as the 
result of a nation-wide movement to 
introduce poultry grading for the 
present poultry season. 

Canada’s poultry season extends 
roughly from October 20 to the New 
Year. During that time approxi- 
mately 15,000,000 chickens and older 
fowl will be marketed in this coun- 
try in addition to the turkeys, geese, 
ducks, etc. The average weight of 
the chickens will be about four 
pounds. 

The grading movement is sponsor- 
ed by the egg and marketing service 
in the Department of Agriculture, 
and the packers and others handling 
poultry in a big way have agreed to 
pay according to grade. The move- 
ment will really get under way from 
Toronto, where livestock and depart- 
mental officials will be in conference. 

All poultry will be divided into two 
main grades, “milk fed” and “select- 
ed.” “Milk fed” does not necessarily 
mean that the birds get milk to 
drink. It means that they have been 
crate fed until their muscles have 
been softened and the fat takes on a 
milk-white color. The selected are 
range fed, with more athletic 
muscles. 

The two grades will be subdivided 
into several classes, and the buyers 
will pay a differential of 4 cents a 
pound in favor of the milk-fed class. 
It will mean that the farmer who 
“finishes” his poultry, that is, crate- 
feeds them, will get a _ substantial 
margin over the one who lets his 
stock run at large. With the present 
price of feed, it is estimated that 
crate feeding will be a _ profitable 
undertaking. 

The poultry standard will be 
voluntary, but not only will they in- 
clude chickens but will apply also to 
turkeys, etc. 

Several systems of marketing are 
in use in Canada. In Western 
Canada, poultry pools and commer- 
cial firms compete in handling the 
business. A similar situation will 
prevail in Western Ontario and in 
Quebec, the Maritime Co-Operative 
Exchange is a big factor down east 
vhile in Prince Edward Island 
which in the past has marketed the 
hest poultry, co-operative selling will 
be a big’ factor. 

The Agriculture Department will 
furnish experts to actually grade the 
birds in some cases and in others 
will have inspectors who will super- 
vise commercial graders. Each bird 
will be labelled.

ods for their control and eradication. 
The bulletin is essentially practical 
in the treatment of one of the most 
pressing of modern farm problems 
and is one which should be in the 
hands of every farmer in Canada. It 
may be obtained free of charge on 
application to the Publications 
Branch of the Department at Ottawa.

| Concerted Action To Be Taken In 
Saskatchewan To Relieve 
Distress 

“Concerted action will be taken by 
the Provincial Government, the Sas- 
| katchewan Red Cross, the Saskatch- 
ewan Wheat Pool and the United 
Farmers of Canada, Saskatchewan 
section, to help relieve distress ex- 
isting in the province due to present 
financial depression,” Mrs. Pearl 
Johnston, president of the women’s 
section of the U.F.C. and convener 
of the organization's relief commit- 
tee, stated at Saskatoon, The gov- 
ernment has given a grant of approxi-

she said, ‘while the Wheat Pool and

The Wheat 
Pool relief committee, consisting of 
A. J. Moffatt, A. F. Sproule and H.

The British parliamentary barome- 
ter is set at ‘‘storms ahead.’ Those 
who have studied the age-old history 
and have followed the recent course 
of the parliament at Westminster de- 
clare there have seldom been more 
jclouds on the political horizon. 

The Labor government will face a 
strong criticism from both Liberal 
and Conservative wings of its opposi- 
tion on the score of its stated Pales- 
tine policy—a policy which Rt. Hon. 
David Lloyd George, the Liberal lead- 
er, has stigmatized as going for to- 
wards nullifying the Balfour declara- 
tion of the hard-pressed war-time 
days.

Small Lenses Fitted Under Eyelids 
Adopted By London Opticians 

The wearing of spectacles may be 
dispensed with as a result of a re- 
markable optical device which is 
now being adopted for the corres- 
tion of certain forms of defective 
vision. 

The method of treatrgent, states 
the London Sunday Express, con- 
sists of fitting under the eyelids 
minutely thin lenses, similar in 
shape to the shell type of artificial 
eye. 

“The wearer can remove or replace 
the lens before a mirror in a second 
or so. 

The new system is rapidly gaining 
favor among eye-specialists. A noted 
actress is playing nightly on the Lon- 
don stage with one eye fitted with one 
of the invisible substitutes for glass- 
es. : 

The device is said to be particu- 
larly valuable to motorists and sport 
devotees, because it permits of a 
range of accurate vision at all angles, 
while the efficacy of spectacles is lim- 
ited to a direct view. 

“These new lenses mark a. great 
hdvance in optical technique,” said 
a Harley Street eye-specialist. ‘The 
International Congress of Ophthal- 


mology has investigated and ap- 
proved the clainfs made for the 
discovery. 


“The use of these invisible substi- 
tutes for spectacles is already much 
more common than the public sus- 
pect. I have worn one for six 
months. I remove it every night and 
reinsert it in the morning. 

“These lenses will certainly mean 
a great diminution in the number of 
people doomed to wear spectacles; but 
I should not’ go so far as to say that 
they will mean the complete elimina- 
tion of spectacles from the stock-in- 
trade of the oculist.”

old. Free freight is obtained on the 
certificate of the authorized stock- 
yards representative of the Domin- 
fon Live Stock Branch at point of 
purchase. It entitles the shipper to

{to his home station free of freight 
charges.

|sumes 25 per cent. of the freight and 
the Dominion Live Stock Branch the 
balance,

And if it did.show us_ these 
phenomena, we'd spoil the picture by 
suggesting that it wipe the dust off 
the microscope.—New York Evening 
Post.
